Baby Ters alive at his parents’ home, 1504 
South Fortieth avenue. Since Baby Tere was 
born at 4:30 a. m. yesterday a pulmotor oper- 
ated by three men has been pumping oxygen 
into his Wings. The men are working in 
shifts. 

Physicians in attendance fear the baby will 
die unless the oxygen is pumped into his 
lungs constantly. They also say he will die 
unless given nourishment. They fear to stop 
the pulmotor long enough te give him proper 
food. The father, Arthur Ters, a printer 
employed by the International Harvester 
company, will not leave the bedside for fear 
the men might stop the pulmotor. 

Physicians say the suspense may regult 
fatally to the mother. 


Neighbors Offer Meir Aid, 

The baby’s case has stirred the entire 
neighborhood, and twenty-five men volun- 
teered to take turns in relieving the pul- 
motor operators whenever necessary. The 
physicians are hoping the infant may gain 
strength enough from the a ‘respira- 
tion to permit a sufficient pause for feeding 
it. Ite heart action, however, at times be- 
comes so feeble that it is scarcely detectable. 

When the child was born the physician at- 
tending the mother pronounced it dead and 
stated at the time that the mother also might 
die. Ters asked for a more rigid examine- 
tion, and the physician said he could detect 
the faintest sign of a heart beat, but that 
nothing ‘except perh the pulmotor could 
keep the heart in action, and the length of 
time would be problematical.

WILSON FACES TROUBLE. 


Trade Treaties Will Be Men- 
aced; Fight Over Wool and 
Sugar Is Not Ended. 


BY TOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April.10.—(special.}— 
That the Democratic leaders who tramed the 
tariff bill realize the haphazard method of 
tariff making they pursued is shown by a 
section of the measure which hitherto has 
éecaped public attention. 

Under this section specific instraction is 
given to the president to ascertain each year 
the amount of imports and exports of every 
article and the amount of the domestic pro- 
duction and consumption of every article. 
If he should be satisfied that the imports 
amount to less than 5 per cent of the do- 
mestic consumption then he is required t> 
advise congress as to the facts anck his con- 
clusions in a special message. 

Here is a distinct confession that the Demo- 
cratic party in congress was in error in op- 
posing the plan for a tariff commission, their 
opponents say. 

It 4 a further confession, they gay, that

Must Depend on Uncertain Figures. 

Unfortunately, the Democratic leaders were 
wWiwilling to go the whole length in get- 
ting scientifically at the facts in connection 
with the tariff. As no appropriation is made 
to pay the expenses of an Investigation such 
as the bill contemplates, the president must 
depend upon scattered officials already ip 
government employ to help him out.

P asters shall be appointed and trans- 
ferred without regard to locality, so that, for

Would Ostracize Politics. J 

The new postmaster general has told his 

friends that his highest ambition is to take 

the postoffice department completely out of 

politics and make it an organization of the 
highest business efficiency 

He has submitted an outline of his plan to 


enthusiastically and assured him that all the 
influence the administration possesses will 
be used to put it into effect. 

The postmaster general believes postmas- 
ters should be a professional class, trained in 
their duties and devoted to the service as a 
life work. He thinks a postmaster should 
not be restricted to one locality, but should 
be promoted from the smaller to larger com- 
munities, according to ability displayed. 

The postmaster general has decided to sub- 
ject all fourth class postmasters to a civil 
service test. Those who pass it will be re- 
tained and those who do not will be removed. 
This examination will be open to outsiders 
abo and an eligible list of fourth class post- 
masters will be established. 


Plans Big Experiment. 

It is Mr. Burleson's intention in the ap- 
pointment of fourth class postmasters to ex- 
periment with the proposition of ignoring 
geographical considerations. Wherever a 
‘vacancy occurs the man at the top of the 
Jeligible list will be appointed, regardless of 
the fact that he does not reside in the com- 
munity affected.

Disease Suddenly Develops Into 
Tubereulosis Meningitis. 


OURE SEEMS T0 HAVE FAILED 


Physician Contended Its Great Value 
Was Inoculative Property. 


New York, April 10.—[Special.]}—-Benjamin 
Temple, a. Friedmann, patient, treated for 
tuberculosis .over three weeks ago at the 
Mount Sinai hospital, died ‘today. 

‘When his case was accepted for test pur- 
poses by the government physicians and 
Friedmann himself, Temple was suffering 
from pulmonary tuberculosis and tubercu- 
losis of the 
thought to be advanced. His death wae 
caused by the sudden development of tuber- 
culosis meningitis. 

This case was one ot ninety-four under 
the observation of ores of the. public 
health service from Washington. 


| Tuberculosis Form Changes. 

The immediate cause of Temple's death 
was another form which -his disease took 
after trdatment. Dr. Friedmann's injection 
of the live turtle bacilli did not prevent thie 
development. That point was emphasized by 
medical men whose attention was drawn to 
the case. 

The significant fact was recalled that Dr. 
Friedmann has said that the greatest value 
of his discovery was to be found in its inocu- 
lative property. He has repeated oftem that 
the various kinds of ‘tuberculosis could be 
prevented by inoculation with his bacilli. 

Refuse to Comment on Result. 

Whether Temple’s injection was in any 
way the cause of the sudden appearance of 
the fatal tubercular meningitis, or the treat- 


ment retarded its development, was a mat- 


ter which none of the medical men ap- 
proached tonight cared to comment on. 

In thé minds of one or two it was a question 
whether or not the treatment did not aid in 
the extension of the disease.

SAYS $50,000 WON'T DO. 


“Matter of Millions” of Dollars, 
Says Head of Resolutions 
Committee. 


The national conference on marketing and 
farm credits strongly hinted at its session 
yesterday that it was Wissatisfied with a 
$50,000 bureau of marketing recently estab- 
lished in the department of agriculture. 

The conference upheld the feport of the 
resolutions committee which asked the na- 
tional government to establish:a bureau or 
other effective agency for the study of the 
problem of marketing and “ for the distribu- 
tion of information as to conditions and 
needs and rational methods of meeting these 
needs. 8 Rid 
When the report was read W, J. Spiliman. 
special representative of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Houston, asked that the wording be 
changed to an indorsoment of congress in 
establishing a bureau on marketing 


“Matter of Millions of Dollars.” 
“This is not a matter of $50,000,” said R. 
W. Kirkpatrick, of Texas, formerly president 
of the texas farmers’ congress and chalr- 
man of the resolutions committee. It la 
matter cf millions of €ollars. Nothing can be 
accompliched if we go about this in a hal- 
hearted way. It is well known the cost of 
taking the products of the farm to the ulti- 
mate consumer is unnecessarily large, and 
the methods wasteful. Economie and efficient 
methods and agencies for the distribution of 
these farm products are of prebminent im- 
portance in reducing the cost and raising the 
standard of Mving of our citizens. It is a 
problem that cannotn be solved with 650,000.“ 
The committee urged that the state govern- 
ments take up the study of the problem as 
well as the universities, colleges, and farm 
journals. Col. F. P. Holland of Dallas, Tex., 
permanent chairman of the conference, will 
appoint a committee to take the ‘matter to 
President Wilson and to congress in an ef- 
fort to get the needed legislation. 


Indorses Parcel Post. 

The National government will be urged to 
extend and improve the parcel post as a po- 
tent factor in reducing the cost and facili- 
tating the distribution of farm products. 

The committee on farm credits urged the 
enactment of state and federal legislation 
to provide for the organization and proper

Assistant State’s Attorney Fleming in his 
argument laid stress on the absence of de- 
fense and predicted Webb’s lawyers would 
seek to free their client by arguments and 
not by evidence. He anticipated the attor- 
neys would plead Webb shot Hart in self- 
defense and not with the knowledge Hart was 
an officer of the law. 


Defense Counsel Denounces Prosecutor, 

Attorney Francis Borrelli took up the de- 
fense of Webb. He first upbraided Prose- 
outor Fleming. 

Borrelli argued Webb acted in self-defense 
when he killed Hart. 

“That hole in the wall of Cassella’s flat 
shows from what point the gun was fired,” 
eaid Borrelli. “The course of the bullet was 
up.

DRAINAGE MEN SEE NEED. 


Proposition to Be Formulated at 
Their Congress in Session

St. Louis, Mo., April 10. Sentiment of the 
delegates to the national drainage congress, 
which began a three days’ session here today, 
crystallized aroundAhe plan for the creation 
of a national department of public works. 

The executive committee met this evening 
to shape definitely the proposal that will be 
submitted to the delegates. 5 

Gov. Major of Missouri suggested that 
David R. Francis of St. Louis would make 
an ideal head for that branch of the govern- 
ment service. 

Mr. Francis suggested that Col. Goethals, 
builder of the Panama canal, would be the 
man for the place. 

Randolph Favors the Pian. : 

Isham Randolph of Chicago, former chief 
engineer of the Chicago drainage canal, made 


an analysis of the flood prevention and recla- {| 


mation problems confronting the people of 
the Mississippi valley and emphasised that 
the problem of flood control is one primarily 
for the nation and not for the separate states. 

The tribute levied by the floods,” he said, 
“mounts up to thousands of human lives, 
and into millions upon millions of property 
destroyed.“ 

Mr. Randolph said there are not enough 
army engineers adequately to supervise the 
flood prevention and reclamation work that 
Should be done, and pressed the plan for a 
new government department. 


Cost of Flood Prevention. 

R. B. Oliver of Cape Girardeau, Mo., said 
eminent engineers had given assurance that 
the flood waters of the Mississippi can be 
controlled and the levees made safe at an 
expenditure of $60,000,000. 

„We féel that attempts to get a bill through 

congress providing for the creation of a de- 
partment of public works,” said J. H. Nolen 
of Jefferson City, Mo., a member of the exec- 
utive committee, “ will meet with early suc- 
cess. ; 
‘‘"This department would have supervision 
of all land reclamation work and the regu- 
lation of flood waters. It is our desire that 
the department have nothing to do with the 
improvement of the rivers for navigation, 
leaving that to the war department as it is 
now.”

For his labors as collector for each of 
these towns he is allowed by law to re- 


tain 2 per cent of the total taxes collected, 


provided the sum shall not amount to more 
than $1,500. | 

Strangely enough, it practically always 
amounts to exactly that sum. With $1,500 
coming in from each of six towns, the 
emolument or honorarium of the office be- 
gins, it is apparent, to be worthy the at- 
tention of a fairly sizable statesman, there 
being now $13,000 in sight. 

‘Nor does that begin to tell the tale. The 
county treasurer also handles the large 
sum of money which comes in to the state 
in the way of inheritance taxes. Of all 
such taxes collected, he is again allowed by 
law to retain, in payment for his exertions, 
2 per cent. 

This adds another $10,000 to his annual 
income, making close to $25,000 a year in 
full view. 

The interest on millions of public funds 
which remain for months in the custody of 
the county treasurer is quite another and 
even more disputed and debatable ques- 
tion.

Increase for Older Workers.

| Play in Film Form. 


SERGEANT’ GIVES REASON. 


“Depicts Immorality and Is Insulting 
to Religion.” 


Police Censor Jeremiah O'Connor, who 
some time ago forbade the exhibition of 
September Morn” on the ground that it is 
immoral, yesterday issued an order prohibit- 
ing the exhibition of moving pictures depict- 
ing Maeterlinck's mystery play. Sister Bea- 
trice.”” The film is known as The Miracle.” 

Censor O'Connor pointed out in his order 
the objection was not to the play itself but 
to the manner in which it has been arranged 
on the moving picture film. 


“Insulting to Religion.” 

“The film,” said O'Connor, “ is prohibited 
because it depicts murder, drunkenness, and 
immorality, and is insulting to religion. My 
bureau last year prohibited the display of 
nearly eixty miles of films and approved of 
more than 900 miles. In none of these was 
there anything so objectionable as this The 
Miracle.’ There ie no excuse for making 
such a picture. 

“The buréau has adopted a policy of dis- 
approving of any films depicting pictures of 
crimes or openly insulting to religion. We 
have prevented the display of many whick 
caricature or insult the Jews.“

The story of The Miracle” is that of a 
nun lured from a convent by a visiting knight 
who carries her to his castle. When the 
knight wearies of her he sells her to another 
noble in payment of a gambling debt. Her 
new owner carries Sister Beatrice away 
with him.

I notice that one man subdstriber rather 
ridicules the housewife for taking her basket 
and going forth in quest of food bargains. He 
tells her to make a stand for the ballot and 
correct existing conditions through legisla- 
tion. g 

Obviously this is a sensible suggestion for 
an ultimate remedy. However, we have not 
yet reached the ultimate. We live today in the 
midst of these high priced living conditions and 
each days need must be met. 

Ultimately women will remedy the il 
through legislation, but that Goes not help the 
housewife right now. She Has just so many 
dollars with which to supply the table, clothe 
her family, sto, and she must, if she makes 
ends meet, look for bargains, and unities 
to save 3 cents here and 6 tents there. The 
average prudent housewife fealizes this and 
accordingly goes forth. i 

T have been a housekeeper but six months, 
and the first three of them wefe financially most 
unsatisfactory. I had no specified amount with 
which to run the house; 1 de no plans for 
the day; A re no ments; I bought this 
and that, many meals were poorly balanced 
and unsatisfactory. I did my own cooking and 
had the washing, ironing, and cleaning ef all 
kinds done, paying $2.85 a week for them. 1 
knew my household expenses were too heavy, 
so I suggested to my husband that he start a 
ank account for me. 4 

Hitherto dur checking account had been a 
mutual affair, but I didn’t like that arrange- 
ment. ; 

I wanted an account of my own so I might 
know How I stood and might Watch and manage 
my own finances. : 

Accordingly,’ my husband deposited to my 
credit $100, Bach week he ads $16 and I still 
have the family account to draw upon if need 
be; but for these three months I have never 
touched it. 

Out of my money I set our table and pay for 
the laundry and cleaning. Now, at the end of 
these last three month, I have $130 in the bank, 
or $30 saved; whereas before I never had a cent. 
This present year I will do ‘better, for these 
first months have been largely experimental 
with me. 8 

Some things I have learned and always adhere 
to. I buy only soap, starch, and cleaning pow- 
der in quantity, and wateh for sales and thus 
save a good deal. ; 

Everything else I find it better to-buy as we 
need. At firgt I did buy canged goods, sugar, 
etc., in large duantities, but it didn’t pay; they 
were in the way in our aah apartment and 
then my inclination was to be too bountiful 
when I had a large quantity to draw from. 

Now I plan my menus for the week on Sunday 
night and make my list of the week's staples 
and articles that will keep. Then there are only 
the fresh vegetables and fresh meat to buy dur- 
ing the week. Thus my days bre freer and my 
expenses are much reduced, for this way I never 
lose my grip on them. . 

I do all my own baking and I know that cakes

Wo live in a small town whose extuse for 
being is the university on the hill, where my 
husband is a member. of the faculty. As is 
usual in the profession, my husband’s salary 
is small. However, having been a business 
woman before my marriage a few months ago, 
I make the systematic ‘mahagement of the 
household affairs one of the chief duties of my 
side of our partnership. ; 

The marketing I usually do myself, seldom 
trusting to the telephone. The grocery and 
meat bills are paid monthly. With each pur- 
chase our grocer’s slip, totale the month's e 
penditure up to date—a most efficient check and 
guide. 

By using even the. smallest remainders of 
food in nourishing surprise dishes, as We call 
them, the weekly table expense is kept within 
$3.60. Usually within this average I am bie 
to cover the extra provision for the simple sup- 
pers at which it is our custom to entertein in 
small groups the members of my husband's 
glasses. 0 

A real help to me as a young housekeeper 
trying to solve the problems of the comparative 
nutrition of foods I have found in the farmers’ 
bulletins published for free distribution by the 
department of agriculture and which may be 
-procured by writing the congressman of one’s 
district or the superintendent of documents, 
Washingtonn, D. C. 

From bulletin No, 293, “Use of Fruit ada 
Food,” I decided that stewed dried fruits should 
be a part of our winters diet, because, first, for 
example, a pound of dried apricots contains over 
five times the food value of an equal amount of 
fresh oranges, and, secondly, because of the low 
cost. : 

Other equally valuable information has been 
gleaned from the Gependable statistics and dis- 
cussions in the other bulletins in my cookery 
library. When it seems wise for economy's 
sake to substitute a cereal or vegetable for 
meat it ig not quite safe for the family’s health 
unless one has as @ guide an authoritative 
statement of the nutritive value of the pro- 
posed substitute. The bulletins serve as just.

I take advantage of sales, where I pay cash, 
In the fall I buy fruit and the wife and I put 
it up for winter. Since I began doing that I 
have been doing Well. I have my own home and 
my payments come easier than rent. 

I have a small garden, which keeps up the 
table in summer, and put up all our tomatoes 
for winter. Last year we put up seventy 
quarts. That was enough to last over winter. 
I go to the truck farmers in summer and buy 
onions for winter. I pay 60 cents a bushel, and 
I buy my potatoes in the fall if they are not 
too high. Last year I paid 66 cents. I have 
lots of them left this year.

To prepare beans, boll a 
four gallon kettle of water, pour off about 
half into another vessel, set away to get cold. 
In the other half put an even teaspoon of 
soda, let it foam up, set away to cool. Pick 
over a cup of dry Mexican beans, wash well 
in some of the cold soda water, set to swell 
in the rest of the soda water in a cold place 
for two nights and a day; drain, rinse once 
in part of the plain boiled cold water, set to 
cook in the rest of the boiled cold water; cook 
slowly six hours in an earthen bowl to pre- 
vent sticking to the bottom. Keep beans cov- 
ered with liquid, replenish with boiling water. 
At the same time that the beans go on the 
fire take 10 cents’ worth of upper shank bone 
(three to four pounds), put into boiling water 
and boll slowly at least five hours. Take out 
the meat, allow the broth to boil rapidly 
away, while you remove bones; trim the meat 
and cut into one-fourth inch pieces, or pass 
through the coarse meat grinder. Put a table- 
spoon of butter in the gravy pan, melt, add 
ohe medium minced onion, one small clove of
